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So many young men and women — col- 
lege students not excepted — live their youth 
in total oblivion to the things that are ev- . 
erywhere about them. Their criterion might g

time left.” When conditions arise that re- 
quire thought, that require something more s 
than a superficial hearing and shaking of a 
the head, the average youth of today is lost 
in the wilderness of his own oblivion. And 
the strange — unhappily strange — part of it i 
. is that this same average youth just does- j 
h’t seem to be troubled about oblivion. 

There is a prevailing shadow of this 
indifferentism that is growing rapidly in- 
stead of diminishing. The attitude of some 
modem youth actually becomes frightening 
when one stops to think that even in this 
world of year-long lifetimes youth must 
still" become the adult on the morrow. If 
for no other reason, oblivion and disinterest 
should vanish at the thought of someday 
growing up to responsibility. ~~~ 

A splendid opportunity for self-satisfac- 
tion and the beginnings of universal better- 
ment awaits the student who will look to 
: .the future. To be specific : The student here, 
as well as in other schools, should be look- 
’ irig toward the future. He should be striv- 
ing for a goal instead of wandering about 
aimlessly. By the time a man is old enough , 
to' enroll in college he should have at least 
the outlines of future life mapped out in 
his mind. Again, to be specific, there will 
never be inspiration in an idle moment; 
there will never be inspiration where in- 
spiration is not already. Look for it in some- 
thing solid. Grasp it. How? Try God and 
make the things of God your own. “You 
can lose time walking, standing, sitting, or 
lying down, but not kneeling.”

•ignoramus more dangerous than the igno- 
i ramous with a college degree.” A man who 
travels under the pretense of education is 
a far worse character than • the man who 
. cannot spell his name yet speaks with hon- 
esty One of the fundamental reasons for 
the state of the world today is traceable to 
a kind of “half -education” that stops think- 
ing while yet in the stage of half-truth. / 

Watch in a crowd some time. Watch for 
it on the campus and in your residence hall. 
The man who is ever first to speak his mind 
is the man who has only developed his mind 
to an elementary Stage. For the most part 
he has drawn conclusions from premises 
which have no logical conclusion. He is a 
dreamer, intentional or otherwise, traveling 
in the guise of a logician. • . 

Just why the man who knows the truth 
should stand back when these^ individuals 
take the stand is one of those things which 
are hard to understand. The man who knows 
should lead the way. And the man who 
knows often realizes that most arguments 
Apri never be settled with a single word. Cer- 
tainly he knows that they can never be 
settled by shouting half-truths. *
